5 Cl | Which deſerueth moꝛe then the defrauding of a pꝛiuate man: And yet fich 
yl ot che rime,as, although many ofthoſe Lawes are ſtill in foꝛte, it is viſible and no- 
ane that great quantities of Dur Coines ot Gold do paſſe ozdinarily in paiments, in foꝛraine Na- 
tions, nay, (Which ts a thing very vnnaturalh that Our Gold at this time is moꝛe ſtirring abꝛoad in 
parts bepond the eas, then here at home in Our owne Jlland, to the diſgrace of Our Gonernment, 
and notoꝛtous intonuentente of Our Subiect, Foz remedy whereof, and as a part of Our Royall 
Office, We called befoꝛe vs and Our puup Councell, (beſides diners Gentlemen ok quality and diſcre- 
tion) lundꝛy Merchants of euerp Trade, Officers of Our Mint, and Goldſmiths of the beſt ſozt, 
that Wee might the better ground Our reſolutions vpon ſuch inkoꝛmations and diſcoueries, as ei⸗ 
ther Art, Experiente, oꝛ the knowledge ofthe affaires abꝛoad, could affoard ; And ioyningthe con- 
ſidcration of foꝛmer euents, with the pꝛelent opinion and aduice which wee haue taken, Wee made 
this concluſion, That it is in vaine to ſtriue with this dileale, except the taule be remooued, which is 
tontelled by all to be the great gaine which the Merchant (eſpecially the Stranger) maketh, by the 
expoꝛtation of Our Gold, which gaine likewiſe is a tonſequent of the diſpꝛopoꝛtion between the pꝛite 
of Our Coines of Gold abꝛoade and here within Our owne Kingdomes: Foꝛ the tale ſtanding ſo, as 
that our Unite which is currant here but foꝛ twenty ſhillings,is valued in foꝛraine parts at two and 
twenty ſhillings, which ts a full tenth part moꝛe, and other Our Coines of Gold ratably; The gaine 
is lo extreame, and ſo ſwift in the returne, that the ſweetneſſe thereof, ioyned with the hope of con- 
tealements, in regard of the infinite ſhifts to auoide the ſearch, maketh the effects fruſtrate of all 
LawesandPoliciesthat haue beene vſed, o2 can be vſed againſt the expoꝛtation, as long as that vio- 
lent Adamant of Tutre dꝛaweth mens deſires to offend: And thertoze finding no other remedie com- 
petent oꝛ eftectuall, me reſolued (pꝛeſeruing ſkill the waight and fineneſſe of Our Standart,) to 
raiſe the p:ice of Our Gold to be of equall value with that it beareth in fozraine parts: And pet that it 
map not be conceiued, that e would make the remedy larger then the inconuentence, We would be

thusclearely vnderſtood that we haue abſolutely concluded with good aduite and deliberation,not to 
make any manner of alteration in the pꝛite, oꝛ otherwile, of Our Siluer, with which all Trades and 
payments are ſo much dꝛiuen and made, as the railing the pꝛite thereof would giue both colour and 
cauſe to rayſe pꝛites of all commodities and things vendible, which We ſecke by all meanes to auoide. 
And becauſe it may appeare to the wozld, that in this Our pꝛoceeding, Our eye is ſingle, and not 
bent vpon any benefite to Our ſelues, although we mought haue taken a reaſonable occaſion, inref- 
pect of the diuerſitit of the pieces of Gold which are turrant within Our Realme, and their ſeuerall 
fineſſes to haue ſet this increaſe of pzice vpon ſuch Coines onelp, as ſhould haue beene newly ſtamped, 
whereby much p2ofite night haue growne to Us by the toynage yet to auoide all tommixture of Dur 
owne benefite, with matter of refozmation foꝛ the publike good, Mee haue ginen the pꝛice as well to 
Gold heretofoꝛe coyned, as hereafter, ſo as if any p2ofite by accident ſhould fall out, it will bee rather 
Our Subiects, then Durs: 

we doe therefoꝛe hereby publiſh, declare and authoꝛiſe all the ſeuerall pieces of Gold hereafter men⸗ 

tioned, to be currant within this Our Realme,reſpectinelyhercafter at the values following.

And foꝛaſmuch as the greater pꝛite is ſet vpon our Coines of Gold, which is like alſo to be a meanes 
to dꝛaw fooꝛth Gold to be moꝛe vſuall in payments then ol late it hath bene, the moꝛe tonuenientitis, 
that no pietes of Gold which are become light by any clipping oꝛ waſhing oꝛthe like pꝛactiſes, bee put 
vpon Our louing Subiects, in any payments to their pꝛeiudice, if the defect be not within that ſmall 
abatement, which muſt be by reaſon ofthe intertamety ofthe ſhearers at the Mynt Wee haue thought 
good attoꝛding to the P2clident ofa P2oclamation made in the nine andtwentiethyeereofthe Reigne 
ok Our late deare Siſter Queene E1izaberh, which tontinued in foꝛte till her deceaſe, to declare, and by 
theſe pꝛelents we doe declare, thatit ſhall be free and Lawfull foꝛ all and euery Our louing Subiects, 
torefuſein any paiments all pietes ot Gold, which ſhall be lighter then actoꝛding to the remedies, oꝛ a⸗ 
batements hereafter following.

Furthermoꝛe we doe not ſo reſt vpon this courſe ot pollicy, fo: the ſtay of the expoꝛtation of Gold 
dut ot Our Kingdomes,as We do in any ſoꝛt lay aſidethoſe Legall remedies, which by Our Lawes 
and Statutes in foꝛte haue bene pꝛouided foꝛ the repꝛeſſing of che ſaid offence, in expoꝛting both Gold 
and Dtluer: But tontrariwile, Our will and plealure is, and we doe make knowen the ſame to all 

Dur louing Subiects, and ſtraitiy command all Our Officers and iniſters, to whom it may ay⸗ 


pertaine,that the Statutes and bꝛanches of Statutes, hereafter particularly expꝛeſſed, be duely put in 
tretution that is to ſay, the Statutes made at Yozke, in the ninth yeere of King Edward the third, 
called the Statute ol Money, firſt, ſixt, ninth, # tenth Chapters, wherby is pꝛouided that from thente⸗ 
foozth none ſhould tarry away any ſterling out of the Realme of England, noꝛ Siluer in Plate, noꝛ 
veſſell of Gold oꝛ Siluer, vpon paine of foꝛfeiture of the ſame Money, Plate, oꝛ veſſell. And that the 
Ma poꝛ and Bapliffes in euery Poꝛt, where Merchants and ſhips ſhould be, ſhould take an Oath of 
the aſters and Merchants of Ships, going, and comming againe, that they ſhould doe no fraud a⸗ 
gainſt the pꝛouiſion of that Law in any point. And that good and ſtratt ſearch ſhould be made in all 
plates vpon the Sea toaſts, in Hanens and elſewhere , where any arrtuall ſhould be, by good and 
lawfull men thereto lwoꝛne, that in the Kings name they ſhould make diligent ſearch, that no man 
of what eſtate oz condition ſocuer, ſhould carry out of this Realme, Sterling Money, Stlucr oꝛ 
Plate, noꝛ Uecfſellof Gold oꝛ Siluer without the Kings Licence. And that the ſearcher ſhall haue the 
fourth part foꝛ their labour of as much as they ſhall finde ſo foꝛfetted, and to loole all his goods if he 
diſpenſe with any man, and be thereof attaint;As by the ſame Statute among other things moꝛe ful- 
ly doth appeare. 

Andoneother Statutemade in the ſecond peere of Henry the fourth, the fift Chapter, whereby the 

Bing did oꝛdaine and eſtabliſh, that from thencefozth that any ſcarcher of the King might find Gold 
t Siluer in Coyne oꝛ in Malle, in the keeping ot any that ſhould be paſſing oꝛ vpon his paſſage,in a- 
ny Ship oꝛ Ueſſel, foꝛ to goe out of any Poꝛt, Hauen, oꝛ Creeke of the Realme, without the Kings ſpe⸗ 
tlall Lycence, that Gold oꝛ Siluer ſhould be foꝛfeited to the King, (ſauing his reaſonable expences) 
As by the lame Statute it doth and may mozeat large appeare. 
- Andwedoeſpeciallycharge and command, that the Mayoz and Bapliffes in enery Poꝛt, where 
Merchants and Ships ſhall be, and allſuchto whom theſame ſhall oꝛ may in any wiſe appertaine, 
doe from hencefoozth carcfully take the Oath of Maſters of Ships, and Merchants, actoꝛding to the 
true meaning ofthe laid Statute, made in the ſaid ninth peere of King Edward the third: And that all 
- Cuſtomers,Searchers,Comptrollers, and all other Our Officers and Miniſters whatſoeuer, to 
whom it appertaineth , doe ſo carefully and diligently execute their ſeuerall Offices, as the ſaid Sta- 
tutes and all others in any ſoꝛt concerning the Pꝛemiſſes, may without any default oꝛ negligence in 
them, oꝛ any ol them, be ducly and effectually executed vpon paine of the greateſt puniſhment, that by 
Our Lawes may be inflicted vpon them foꝛ their default, negligente, and contempt in that behalfe.
